year. 
A river drivew ay to C am eron 
park would be a thing of beauty and 
one of our greatest attractions. 
I op­ 
pose a city hall because I think we 
need many other thing* worse. 
The 
present building, 
with the expendi­ 
ture of » few thousand dollars, will 
•lo All right 
for several years. 
It 
would, In my opinion, be an ex trav a­ 
gance to build a city hall now that 
would probably fall to m rct the de­ 
m ands of tbs city In t* n or fifteen 
years.
